Lack of Evidence of Internal Origin 
(iiveu as the Basis for 
This Couciusion. 



WasUingtou in Meantime Discredits 
Rumors— OlHcial Report 
Is Weeks Distiiut. 



Wabiiington, Feb. 28,— At the cloao 

of oflicB hours a telegrflm came to the 
navy department from .'tdiuiriil .Sicaid, 
at Key West, in the following terms: 
"Court of intjuiry will commence eeBsion 
at Key West to-day. They must resume 
aeaeion at Havana to obtain evidence of 
divers after further work upon the 
wreck." The important feature of thie 
telegram la that the court will return to 
Havana. It eels at rest the rumor that 
the court was not to return to iJavana, 
for the reason that it had discovered the 
cause of the sinking of tbe Maine, 
which waa not* accident, and ' that 
it had consequently no further businesB 
in Havana. One important deduction to 
be drawn from the message was that the 
report of inquiry can scarcely be ex- 
pected for several weeke to come. The 
court will be occupied at Key West for 
BODio days at least taking the testimony 
of the survivors there. Then upon tbe 
return to Havana it ia said a good deal of 
time must elapse before the divers can 
get through tbe mod wtiich now encom- 
paBBBB tbe lower part of tbe Maite and 
examine the bottom. After this is done 
the court must deliberate in order to se- 
cure an BRreement upon their findings. 

The. prevalent belief at the navy de 
partmeut is that up to this moment the 
court has not once undertaken to com- 
pare notea and endeavor to reach an 
agreement. 

Kkv Wk.st, Feb. 28.— The Maine court 
of inquiry re-convened at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. Lieut. Holraan, who testi- 
fied at Havana, was again called. Xiieut. 
of Marines Catlin gave his evidence 
quickly, and was followed by boatswain 
Larkin, gunner Hill and carpenter 
Holmes. The two latter were on shore 
at the time of the explosion, and could 
tell little of value. 

At 3:10 the court adjourned until to- 
morrow at 10 o'clock. Judge Advocate 
Marix said ; "The stenographera have al! 
they can transcribe in record form and 
there is no use of our working longer to- 
day." in reply to a (|iie8tion as to what 
would be done with ii witness when no 
longer of tervice to tlie court, he 
said no conclusion had been reached 
on that|)oini but one would be shortly. 
Captain .Sampson seemed satistied with 
the (lay's work, but said nothing could 
he (.'ivcn out. .Vfter the courtroom was 
cleared for the day. Captain Sampson 
hail a short interview with Rear Ad- 
miral .Sicard and then returned to the 
towa. Captain Chadwick and Lieuten- 
ant Commander Potter were taken on 
board the Xew York. 

I'cw know more th.in waa known this 
iiiorninu'. An o(!ieer of the Maine, how- 
ever, wno hail been exainined by the 
court during' tiie ihiy, talked at length 
with tlie corre.upijiiileiit of the .A^pociated 
I'n^ee. "I cmi tell you," lie eai ' 
" what line o[ i|Ueulioninu' 
adapted, but the court; will 
I believe, that the Maine was 
blown up by iiesi;:n, thouglit I tlou't; 
think it will be able to ascertain exactly 
how. The court's finding will be based 
on negative rather than positive evi- 
dence. By this I mean that all the tes- 
timony heard so far haa, bit by bit, frus- 
trated the theories of those who think 
the explosion was of internal origin. 

"TluB neiralive evidence ia eo strong 
and so general that I see no possibility 
of the court decidint,' that the explosion 
was internal. The only alternative 
then left for the court is to fall 
back on evidence whicli points to 
the intentional blowing up of tlie 
Maine. This, I think will be done, 
unless the court formnlatea a theory of 
its own or declares that it does not know 
how the disaster occurred, liothoi which 
conjectures I think improbable." 

On the value of the opinion of the o:li- 
cer in queation it nuiBt be liurne in 
mind that he was before the court for 
about 15 minutes only, and that he at 
all times expreesed himself confident 
that the Maine's fate was not due to an 
acr'iilent. 

Members of the court, when the sub- 
staiM-e of the interview was iirought to 
their attention , decliiieil to have any- 
thiiiL'tosay, All the liigh naval aiid 
military ofliciais here when aekeil cru- 
cial questiona invariably relapsed into a 
state of polite ignorance.

Skagway Reports Seventeen Deaths 
from Spinal Afl'ection iu 
. -Twenty-four Hours. 



Evei-ybody Disgusted With Skacway 
and I<o Pathway of Escape 
Across Summit. 



Yukon Steamer Alire iu Seymour 
Narrows Thought to Hail 
. from Vancouver. 



Nanadio, Feb. 28.— Special —The 
steamer Oregon arrived at Departure 
Bay this afternoon, with several passen- 
gers. Among these was Dr. C. B. ICetes, 
of Astoria, Ore,, who reports an epide- 
mic of cerebro-spinal meningitis at 
Skagway, the disease being aimiiar to 
that common in Italy on account of cold 
winds from the mountains coming in 
contact with the sea breeze. Tbe twenty- 
four hours previous to sailing seventeen 
deaths occured. The doctor says the 
disease is confined to people between 20 
and 35 years of age. Among tbe deaths 
are those of B. Austrander, Portland, 
Ore.: a son of Dr. Jas. llawbacher, of 
Astoria, now clerk for Stokes Bros., of 
.Skagway; a boy aged 17, who name is 
thought to be Anderson, working on the 
Skagway News, and a child named At- 
kinson, of Albany, Ore. 

The crowd returning have no news 
from the interior but are disgusted with 
Skagway, which they say ia controlled 
by about two hundred gamblers. A 
more home-sick crowd waa never seen 
on the down trip before. 

The Oregon is none the worse for be- 
ing on Douglas Island. On the trip down 
she struck a sunken log and damaged 
her propellor. 

H. Butt, of Dubuque, Iowa, returning 
home from the Summit sold his outfit for 
.$100, after having spent .'f500 in transpor- 
tation. He reports 20 feet of enow on 
tbe Summit. The weather is bad and 
travellers cannot proceed until April 1. 

Another man who is from the Sound, 
says that |2 a day there ia better than 
$5 at Skagway, and adviees all to stay 
away. 

The steamer Mamie reports a Yukon 
steamer on fire at Seymour Narrows on 
Saturday and distress eignals hoisted 
with sky rockets shot for assiatance. The 
Mamie could not reach her nor recog- 
nize her name, but says it resembles one 
leaving Vancouver some days ago. She 
put into a bay and extinguished the fire 
and then proceeded north. 



CHINESE AFFAIKS. 

German Assumption of Railway Jtlonopoly — 
Britisher Appointed Adviser— Prince 
Henry's Tact. 



Lo-NUON, Feb. 2(i. — The Pekin corre- 
spondent of the Times says China having 
issued an imperial decree authorizing a 
Chinese syndicate to construct, with for- 
eign assistance, presumably American, 
a trunk line from Tientsin "to Chin i^iao 
Anga through Shantung province, Baron 
Von Merkin, tbe German minister, in- 
tervened on the ground that Germany 
has been accorded the refusal of the right 
to con'^truct any railway in Shantung. 
,^1^1 The project therefore la blocked. This 
'lis a virtual assuiiiption by Germany of 
. ', j railway monopoly in Shangtung. 
,"y„'° A despatch to the Daily Chronicle 
from HoiiL'kong eaye that '.Mr. Drtiin- 
mond, an 1-higlichman, of Shaiijihai, has 
been ajipointed legal and foreign adviser 
to the viceroy of Nankin, the southern 
capital of China, witli the aaseut of the 
reuni;l) Vanien. 

Tlie Sii]gaj>ore correspondent of the 
Times says : " Prince Henry of Prussia 
has displayed the greatest tact in dealing 
with tiie Germans here. They proposed 
to read him a pointedly patriotic ad- 
dress, but after seeing it be declined to 
accept." 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Singapore Bays: " It is reported from 
Chinese sources at Hongkong that a 
French force has landed at Kwanchuen- 
wan, 2-10 miles soiithweat of Hongkong, 
and iniormed the Chinese that it intends 
to erect buildings. 

Bkhi.i.s, Feb. 2b.— The PekIn corre- 
epondentof the Berliner Tageblatte says 
that an Anglo-Italian syndicate has ob- 
tained conceeaions for railways and 
mines, especially coal mines and petro- 
leum wells, in the province of Staenei. 
The I ^mperor has already approved the 
concessions. 

The Tsungli Vamen, the same corre- 
spondent re|>ortB, has given a formal 
pledge to allow the import duty free of 
foreign goods in their original packing to 
all parte of inland China on condition 
that the jiai:l;ngoB are not to be opened 
until they reacli their duetination.

THE SBAIiING ABBITBATION. 

United States Counsel Comment Upon the 
Modesty of the AEgregate Award. 

Washington, Feb. 28.— The Preaident 
to-day sent to the Benate a full record of 
the proceedinga between the United 
States and Great Britain in the arbitra- 
tion relating to the compenuation for the 
seizure of British ships in Behring Sea, 
under the treaty of February '29, 1893. 

The collection of documents includes 
the correBDondence of a diplomatic 
character bearing upon the subject. 
Most of this bears date prior to the mak- 
ing of the award a. statement of the gov- 
ernment's ebnusela, consisting of nieBBre. 
Don. M. Dickinson, Robert LanBinc and 
Charles B. Warren, is appended, in 
which they say ; 

" If there are serious nueBtions aa to 
tliH validity of the award, in tlii) light of 
precedent and authority, yet in vitiw of 
the history of the ironti'overey and of the 
existing conditions, as well as liecauseof 
the com paral ively small amount of the 
airgregate award, we veutiito to express 
the hope that the result will be accepted 
by our government.

FROM OVER Tiili; PACIFIC. 

The Northern Steamsliip Tacoma Arrives 
With Much Business for This Port. 

The Northern Pacific steamship Tacoma, 
Captain A. Dixon, arrived from the Orient 
last night and will remain lieie until noon 
to-day, having in a lull ( ai-go brought some 
400 tons of Chinese freight for Victoria. 

There were few '-aluon passengers, the 
only one fur Victoria lieing .Mr. ,1 Koijisem, 
the ship's I'ormer engineer, who is now on 
a trip to the I I'ouiilry, Two lOuropean 
jiasseiigers, (,'hiiie-e and -l,"! ,Iaiiaiiese 
also ilisemliarked hen-, 'fliose who will 
continue the voyage to Tacoma are Messrs.

will Be Insisted On by the Canadian 
. Authorities for the Safety of 
>\^/^ Northern Travellers. 

h'rders have been issued that all steamers 
carrying jiassengers from British Coliunbia 
jiorts to the North must be sjiecially in- 
Hjiected and certificated by the government 
inspector of steamboats before being cleared 
by collectors of customs. This means that 
travellers to and from the north will have 
luUlitional assurance of safety and comfort, 
and should add greatly to the number of 
travellers sailing from Victoria or other 
Canadion coast cities, avoiding the dangers 
of travel by overcrowded boats, such as are 
continually leaving I'niled .Stales ports. It 
a regulation such as this had been in force 
and carried out in Heattle, several of the 
recent disasters in northern waters would 
not have occurred.

THE SO-CALLED MORTGAGE TAX. 

We would be very glad to be able to 
see a way clear to plaeing • the bur- 
den of what is known aa the mort- 
gage tax where it belongs. It is the 
eaeiest thing in the world to pasa a short 
act abolishing it altogether, but there 
are objectioas to this. There is no good 
reason why money invested on mort 
gage should not be taxed at the Banie 
rate as money invested in any other way. 

To frame a law that will protect the 
mortgagor from having to pay the tax ia 
exceedingly difBeultif it is practicable at 
all. The reason of this is that when a 
man wants to borrow money he must 
pay what the lender asks. The lender 
can always protect himaelf. If a man 
rents a hoaee he pays the taxes; at least 
the landlord in fixing the rent puts it 
high enough to cover taxes. No way has 
yet been devised by whicli a man who 
wants something can be relieved from 
paying what the owner asks, that is if he 
gets it legally. 

It might be possible to amend the law 
80 that the mortgagor wou'd get seme 
relief. For instance the mortgagee might 
be compelled to make affidavit that in 
charging the rate of intereat secured by 
the mortgage taxes upon the amount 
advanced by loan were not taken into 
consideration, and it mightjba declared 
that any mortgage providing either di- 
rectly or Indirectly for the payment of 
taxes by the mortgagor should be abso- 
lutely void, not only so far as the securi- 
ty ia concerned but aa to the origint 1 
debt, and that no mortgagor should te 
allowed to contract himself out of the 
provisions of the statute. We auggesttd 
this some months ago. How would the 
foilowing^do for a section? 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
loaning money upon mortgage, or ac- 
cepting a mortgage for the Beotirity of 
any indebtedness, to stipulate, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, that tlie mortgauor 
shall pay the personal projierty tax upon 
the amount secured by such mortgage ; 
and if in any case such an agreement is 
made, whether the same shall or shall 
not be expressed in the mortgage, the 
mortgage shall be absolutely vofti and 
the mortgagee shall have no right of 
action for the recovery of money 
advanced or the debt secured by 
the mortgage, and parol evidence may 
be given of the existence of such an 
agreement. ICvery mortgagee, in order 
to render the registration of the mort- 
gage valid, shall, l)y himself or his agent 
making the loan or acting in his behalf 
in securing the debt, make and register 
with tlie mortgage an affidavit stating 
that neither in the amount of the prin- 
cipal sum secured by the mortgage nor 
in the charge for intereat nor in any 
other way has provision been made 
whereby tho mortgagee shall be pro- 
tected from the payment of tlie personal 
property tax or the same shall be paid 
by the mortgagor, and in default of such 
affidavit tho registration of the mortgaRe 
shall be of no efTect whatever. Pro- 
vided also that no mortgagor shall be at 
liberty to contract himself out of the 
operation of this act. 

We suggest that if such a provision 
were ))iacod upon the statute book its 
ell'cet would be favorable to mortgagors, 
although even with such a law it would 
not be wholly possible to prevent money 
lenders from advancing the rate of in- 
terests, but as cbie could only be done by 
a general agreomont among money 
lenders, the requirement as to tho afli- 
davit might prevent tliis'ljiiinc made. 
;Vo oiler the above as ii practical step 
towards removing a eeriouB evil. 



THE ALL-CANADIAN ROUTE, 

It is not deairable that that conflicting 
intereata should be allowed to retard the 
construction of an all-Canadian route to 
the Yukon. At present Meeara, Mac- 
kenzie & Mann have Hecured an under- 
taking from the Dominion government, 
which gives them a commanding posi- 
tion, and this being so, it seema aa if it 
would be unwise for other combinations 
to endeavor to secure concessions for the 
same purpose. Nothing that the pro- 
vincial legislature is likely to do would 
enable any company without Dominion 
assistance to finance the project. There 
would seem therefore to be very little use 
in pushing to the front at present any 
other proposition. If provincial aid is 
to be given to anyone, it ought to be 
those who, having received sufficient in- 
ducements from the Dominion, are ready 
to undertake the work and bind them- 
selves to complete it. If anyone else 
were in the same position aa Messrs. 
Mackenzie it Mann we should say the 
same thing about them. If it shall 
transpire that the government cannot 
secure the rati^cation of its contract with 
those gentlemen and the work is put in- 
to the hands of someone else, the latter 
ought to receive what assistance the 
province may feel able to oiler. 

In short, what we wish to see is the 
two governiuents co-operate. No mat- 
ter who may build the road, let both act 
together, ft would ssem to be very un- 
wise policy for the government or legis- 
lature of British Columbia to take any 
course likely to hamper the construction 
of thia very much needed railway. We 
are speaking now of tlie extension of 
the Stikine-Teslin line to the Coast. The 
company which builds the Hue from the 
river to the lake will be in a vastly bet- 
ter position to extend to the Coast than 
any one elae, and would doubtless be 
content to enter into an undertaking to 
do so lor a smaller subsidy than a new 
concern. To the public it matters little 
who builds the line, so that it is built at 
as little cost to the country as possible 
and ia operated in a manner calculated 
to promote public interests. 




PREPARING FOR WAR. 

It is very evident that ^be United 
States government expects a war with 
Spain. There ia hardly a possibility of 
a report attributing the explosion of the 
Maine to accident, and in case of a re- 
port to the efTect that tbe ship was de- 
stroyed by an explosion from the out- 
side, it is certain that a demand will at 
once be made for a heavy indemnity. 
Spain will hardly nsree to pay this witli- 
out having made an independent inves- 
tigation. No government could be ex- 
pected to do so. If the report of tlie 
Spanish inveatigation should be opposed

to do anything at all on this coast ex- 
cept in the way of privateering. 

TiiK Eossland Miner says that the 
people of that city will be much obliged 
to the Colonist if it will again advocate 
the building of highway roads from Boss 
land to the mines in the vicinity, fhere 
ought to be no necessity for saying any- 
thing more on this very important mat- 
ter, but if it will help the cause along we 
will say that public opinion will undoubt- 
edly bear the government out in a liberal 
policy in the direction indicated. We 
regard the construction of highways as 
scarcely of lees moment than the 
constructitn of railways. Indeed, 
in some cases the wagon road is more 
valuable. The whole province needa 
transportation facilities, but in no case 
have sounder reasons been advanced for 
expenditure in that line than have been 
urged In favor of highways connecting 
Roasland with neighboring mines. 

Tin; Mounted Police have issued 
order that no one will be allowed to en- 
ter the Yukon without a year's pro- 
viaiona calculated at the rate of three 
pounds per day. In other words, the 
miner who reaches Lake Tagish and ex 
pects to be allowed to go any further 
must have with him at least 1,000 
pounds of unbroachea provisions. This 
means that he must be ready to pay 
duty upon the amount of stuff, not in 
eluding bis other goods, if be purchases 
eUewhere than in Canada. We think 
that for the present it is deairable that 
the rule made by the Police shall be en- 
forced. When It is finally settled that 
the .'-^tikiiie-Tcslin railway is to be built, 
it may be relaxed. Those who are in 
haste to go in must be prepared to sub- 
mit to what, under the (.■irciniistances, 
is not an unreasonable condition. 



Madrid government could not very well 
ask the cortez to sanction the payment 
of an indemnity, which would be fully 
.fS, 000, 000, taking into account wiiat will 
be aeked as compensation to the families 
of the men. The matter would then 
stand thus: United States exports 
would say that the explosion resulted 
from outside; Spanish experts would 
say that it did not. There would be no 
way of deciding between them, and war 
would seem to bo the inevitable result. 
We cannot suggest any solution of the 
a'tuation except a warlike one, if the 
court of inquiry now in session shall re- 
port that the ship was destroyed from 
without. 

Meanwhile warlike preparations are 
proceeding in the United States with 
considerable rapidity. I'lans are being 
completed for tiie protection of New- 
York by means of torpedoes, coal is being 
coUeetea at Key West, ships are being 
put in commission, and there ia activity 
in all naval and military circles. In this 
connection it is interoeting to note that 
considerable diacuesioii is in i)ro,^ress in 
tho .Sound cities as to the position of that 
portion of the frontier in the t-veut of 
war. Puget sound is very meagerly pro- 
tected. There are really no fortifica- 
tions. It would be a comparatively ea> y 
matter to fortify the Sound, but the 
congress of the United States has until 
ately been deaf to all arguments on the 
subject. Heavy guns have been ordered 
for Port Townsend, but they have not 
arrived. On the Pacific coast of the 
Tfnited States there are four very much 
exposed points of importance. These 
are San Diego, San Francisco, 
the mouth of the Columbia 
and Puget sound. Of these only 
Smi Francisco is defended by batteriee, 
and even these are not adequate for the 
purposes for which they are intended. 
There are available the following war 
vessels: The Oregon, a powerful modern 
battleship ; the harbor defence ship 
Afonterey, tho monitor Monadnock, the 
second-class cruiser Baltimore, and sev- 
eral smaller craft. Tbe cruiaors Phila- 
delphia and Charleston are now under- 
going repairs at Mare Island, and could 
not be got ready for sea in three or four 
months. If all these ships were avail- 
able, they could protect the Coast 
against anything that Si)ain would bo 
likely to send against it. For example, 
the Monterey could watch Puget Sound ;

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The Victoria custom house in these 
days of preparation for the eold fields is 
just about the liveliest place in the 
whole Northwest. Anyone who does 
not believe this to be a fact has only to 
pay Collector Mtlne'a headquarters a 
visit on a lively steamer day when pas- 
sengers fur the upper Yukon are struggl- 
ing, as they were yesterday, to secure 
their permits and away. 

Upwards of a hundred had come in by 
the City of" Kingston, there were as 
many more arriving on the City of Pu- 
ebla, the Noyo and the Australia had 
each her special contingent to swell the 
miscellaneous throng — and each and 
every one wanted to get his credentials 
as a free miner and get aboard his sfiip 
juat as quickly aa he possibly could. 

Aa a result the prospective gold-win- 
ners stood in a double line and waited 
their turn — the parade at the time the 
custom house oi)oned al 1) o'clock exten- 
ding from the building for two blocks 
and a half, and reminding one forcibly 
of itjubilee prOEeasion minus the waving 
banner-'. 

Within the' cuetom house, three ex- 
pert clerks issued the all-important bits 
of paper at the rate of two a minute — 
very fair speed certainly, but not fast 
enough to suit the waiting army, who 
clamored for extra clerical aid for the 
collector in this new branch of his of- 
ficial duty. 

Two liceiisea a minute at a cost of .$10 
each means $20 added to the Canadian 
revenue every minute that the clerks are 
thus rushed, or. VI, "-'00 an hour— and yes- 
terday the issue continued without in- 
terruption at the best sjieetl the clerks 
could develop from nine o'clock until 
noon. Here, without taking into account 
the receipts for any otiier fraction of the 
daj', was .$,3,000 odd added to the revenue 
— figures speaking eloquently of the 
dimensioua the new Northern trade baa 
developed and the advantages accruing 
to Victoria through the iaauing of Klon- 
dike licenaea here. 

Qf the north-bound vessela that waited 
for the miners to be duly accredited, the 
largest and most important was the new 
aciiuiaitioi) of the 1'. C.S.S. Co. — the big 
Australia, which, until not so very long 
ago, was one of the moat popular eliipB 
on tlie ."San Francieco-i lonolulu run. 
She has, indeed, just been withdrawn 
from that service, and has on this her 
first trip north no fewer than -KiS passen- 
gers, ot whom lUS are I'nited Slates 
infantrymen in command of Col. An- 
derson and hound for J)yea, to assist tne 
local authorities in the preservation of 
order. The detachment includes two 
complete companies from Fort Vancou- 
ver, ami the men are chosen for their 
sound conslitutiona and suitability for 
service in the North. 

In the way of freight the Australia 
had about forty head of horaes, a dozen 
or more oxen and upwards of one hun- 
dred dogs, all elalled, kennelled and con- 
lined on what was formerly the prome- 
nade deck of the fa.'-hionabieB travelling 
between San l''raiu;iEco and the? sunny 
islands of tue Pacific. 

The Australia ia a shi]) of -,700 tons, 
ami while on a pinch she can stow away 
an even thousand passengers, at present 
she is litteil up to carry (iOO with all the 
comfortB of home. She is eleittric-lighted 
throughoiit, and her arrangements in all 
ileparluienta are of the best and most 
modern. Purser Campbell, formerly of 
the I'matilla, punches the tickets of her 
passengers, while Capt. Houdlett ia at 
the holm. 

Inasmuch aa the Auatralia is too large 
to conveniently navigate the waters of 
the inland passage abe will take the 
outside conree, paaaing through the 
Straits of San Juan de Fuca to the 
ocean, and running up the coast — as 
the new C. P. U. steamers will — 
until opposite the opening leading 
to .liHieau. She will call at .luneau 
on each northward trip, but will make a 
clean sweep from Skagway to Flattery 
on the return, thus being enabled to 
cover the greater part of the course in a 
large arch, avoiding the many intricate 
passages, tide-rips and other dangers in- 
cidental to the navigation of the inland 
passage. 

In addition to Ihe Australia among 
the callers yesterday was the Seattle 
steamer Noyo with" 200 gold hunters, 
these coming here eapeoially for their 
miners' licenses. The Auatralia and 
Noyo will ho followed to-day by two 
Victoria crafts, the Amur of the Klon- 
dike Mining, Trading and Transport Cor- 
poration's lleet, ajid the Barbara Bosco- 
witz. The former could not be got 
ready in time to sail aa originally in- 
tended yeaterday, but will ^ j)roh- 
ably get away at an early hour 
this morning. She will be commanded 
by Captain Mears, with Captain Cutler, 
formerly of the scaler Agnes Macdonald 
as lirat oflicer, and Ca|)lain Kicikereen, 
late of tho quarantine steanier JCarle, aa 
pilot. 

Still another Bteamer to gel oil' for the 
north to-day will be tho handeoine Vic- 
torian, not seen in this city, from which 
she recoivea her name, for many, many 
months past.

Hnndreds of Mecbanica Are Finding: 
Constant Employment at 
Good Wagfes. 

Work on the Many Craft Now Build- 
ing Advances Witli Satis- 
factory Rapidity. 

The present is an era of unprecedented 
activity in local shipbailding and not a 
shipwright or marine carpenter in town 
is now out of employment. So great in- 
deed is the demand for their eervices 
that in Bevernl-of the yarda joinera are 
engaged, the aupply of expert ship car- 
pentera being totally inadequate to the 
requirements of the hour. When a 
house carpenter ia put to work at build- 
ing a ship he ia not generally a huge 
Euccees and hia experience ia not infre 
iiuently coatly. The shortage of expert 
hands, however, doea not appear to de- 
lay work on any of the many ships 
building and being repaired. From 
TurpePs ways a small sized fleet ia being 
launched nearly every weak. The Oo- 
i|uiltam was given the _ water on 
Saturday after receiving aome 
very extensive repairs, and to-day 
two launches will take place 
at the yard. These are iho little stern 
whfeel steamer Monte Cristo and the 
schooner Casco. the former being on the 
ways for now planka to her bottom, and 
the latter being on for the purpose of 
having her copper patched. Both ves- 
sels are being hurriedly got ready to 
leave port, the Monte Cristo for the 
north, where she is to ply between 
Wrangel and the mouth of the Stikine 
aa a ferry boat, and the Caaco for 
Everett, whither ahe goes to-day in tow 
of the tug Constance to become an 
American bottom. Then there ia a new 
stern-wheel steamer building for Mesera. 
Fulton & Crane for the Stikine 
aervice. The boat, which Mr. Shray 
ia building, will be complete in 
few months, being already nearly all 
planked in. She is a steamer ol 124 x 22 
feet and of remarkably light draught. 
Powerful machinery has been ordered 
for her, as the veaael ia intended for all 
lines of work. Capt. Cavin'a new 
freighting steamer, which will probably 
1)6 usetl on the Eraser, is rapidly near- 
ing completion, while still another craft 
receiving attention is Spratt'a Ark. This 
huge, barge-shaped craft that ia being 
put in condition for the Klondike trade 
ia being planked on deck and new wedges 
are being placed around the maata, these 
aticka on the Ark being used for power- 
ful derricka. Aa soon aa aome of 
these vesaela leave the yard others 
are to be overhauled, the tug 
Hope, which is to be hauled out to- 
morrow, being the first of theae, while 
the tug Chieftain will probably be the 
next. 

In the Star yard the Bame busy scene 

ia presented, but work here ia concen- 
trated on the two ^.'ukon stern wheel 
steamers, thj Victorian and the Colum- 
bian — the lioodo final "a" it will be 
observed baa been carefully oacaped in 
the selection of these names — building 
for the Canadian Development Company 
to run between the nootalin(iua and 
DawBon city. Ten days will see the 
Victorian afloat, and in a very short time 
later the keel of the third river vessel 
that is to he constructed for the sam 
line will be laid. Tlie work on both the 
Victorian and the Columbian ia being 
advanced with all possible speed, there 
being between sixty and aeventy carpen- 
ters employed. Farther up the harbor 
Capt. Grant's new freighting steamer ia 
being completed aa quickly as poaeible. 
Over at Spratt's wharf repairs are in 
progreaa on the big tramp steamship 
Commonwealth. Oloae by cornea a deaf- 
ening noise from the mechanics working 
on the new C.P.N. steamer. Thia is the 
only steel vessel building, and one would 
judge from the rapid progress iirule 
on her that rivets are as easily 
driven as nails. The steamer will 
be lifted with watertight compart 
menta, and the manner in which 
she ia being put togetlier demonstrates 
without a doubt that Victoria ia as (capa- 
ble of producing ateel vesaela as any 
other kind. On thia account special in 
terest is taken in this steamer.

THK STIKINE KIVEIi. 

Recent Advices as to the Condition of the 
Ice Are Very Coiillicting. 

Considerable discrepancy exists in the 
reports of the condition ol the ice on the 
Stikine river. There has been unavoid- 
able delay in getting to work at opening 
the sleigii road, owing to the fact that 
ice had formed below Slikine island, 
where the ferry steaineia land, i in the 
2ntl ultimo the Louise was lunning, and 
it waa thought that she would be ahle to 
continue. At that date two steamer 
loads of horsoa and goods belonging to 
the I'Clondilio Mining, Trading & Trans- 
port Corporation had been got to the 
ialnnd, More would have been got over 
but the fuel question WBB troubleBome. 

Up to February 21 Messrs. Mackenzie 
and Mann had not been able to get any 
of their teatns or materials over to the 
ice. It is thouglit that by thia time 
things are more aatiafactory. There is 
considerable snow on the river and the 
fact that some parties have sent down 
for horses indicates that travelling ia too 
heavy for dog teams, but that horee 
sleighs can get through after the road la 
broken. There muat bo now upwards 
of a hundred well equipped teams on the 
river and these ought to be able to make 
a good road.
